friendly suit, brought by Mr. Whitcher totest 
‘he law ia reference to those binds Mr. 
Whiteher quoted the law as to inseetiverous 
binds, and contended that the snipe pas of 
that class. He explained some of its charnc- 
teristics, showing that it co-operated with the 
agriculturiat in devouring the insects which 
destroyed vegetation—performing its duties 
a the rice fells of the South, whence it came 
to the North to perform the same duties here 
for our farmers. Mr. Whitcher mid bp was 
perfvctly prepared to prove the insectivorous 
chafacter of the snipe. He produced Audu- 
bon a» good authority, and called De. Van 
Cortlandt who sald, that author stood a No. 1. 
se caturalist, The Dr. said he had sot dis 
sected the stomacl of the snipe, and be wished 
ly be practical, but he-clted several author. 
thes, among others, Wilsoa, Daniel, Sir Hum. 
hry Davy, and others, who all agree ns to the 
insectivoroas character of thesaipe. ‘The Po- 
lice Magistrate said ha, was satisfied, aad must 
decide in favor of Mr. Whiteher, There was 
odoubt that the snipe lived principally ow 
insects inimical to vegetation, that it was in 
fact an inaectivorous bint, and as such was 
Protected by the laws, the aim of which was 
Bot, however, so much to protect the gume, as 
the Interests of agriculture. ‘The nature of 
the caso required that he should impose the 
lowest penalty, which was ne dollar and
